“Moscow considers the Catholic 

Church to be one of the most ser- 
ious obstacles to complete Com- 
munist domination,” writes the 
Yale professor. He warns, however, 
that the Catholic Church is not 
the only point of attack from Com- 
munists. 
“It is definitely not limited to 
the Catholic Church,” Dr. Kertesz 
says of the attack. “Communist 
totalitarian dictatorship demands 
from each individual total allegi- 
ance and establishes total control 
over all human relationships.”

The Boom Is Gone—The Bust Is On 


An economic cut back has tak- 
en hold of mission territory in the 
South American country of Bolivia. 
The price of jungle rubber goes 
lower and lower. ring the war 
years money for rural folks there 
flowed rather freely. Unequal dis- 
tribution of wealth has character- 
iszed this territory. Laying aside 
for a rainy day was just not done. 
Even were there another rubber 
boom, the problem, they say, would 
not be solved. Temporary booms 
are but temporary relief from wor- 
ry over the needed daily living. 


Habitual: exploitation of large 
numbers of the people by owners 
of large tracts of land has not 
changed. Money made in the ter- 
ritory has not been used to de- 
velop the territory—but has been 
deposited in outside banks—even 
in foreign countries. Fortunes 
made in short boom days are later 
divided among heirs who live out- 
side the country—and have neither 
direct interest in the company nor 
im the people who live in the coun- 
try where the profits of business 
are made. 


Large scale agriculture or cattle 
raising in the country of the oil 
boom is not done by the heirs. In- 
dustries are not set up thatswould 
allow the local people to derive 
some benefits from the ‘land itself. 


Nor would this solve the prob- 
lem. The people must also be able 
to become land owners. A develop- 
ing economy that does not provide 
for land ownership by the ordinary 
people still remains far from prop-

e Explains Prejud 


‘ But do you think that Spain 
should be governed by a Dictator? 

“Not permanently. But in what 
other way could any country em- 
erge from a war which crushed it 
politically and economically? The 
Catholic Church has denounced dic- 
tatorships more than any other 
organization, religious or other- 
wise, 

“Until the last year or so we 
heard very little denunciation, but 
a great deal of praise, of the dic- 
tatorships in Russia, Yugoslavia, 
Bulgaria, Poland, and other coun- 
tries. 

“Our own country was never 
reduced to chaos, but early in the 
industrial depression after the in- 
auguration of Franklin D. Roose- 
velt in 1933, Congress voted to 
give dictatorship powers to him 
in the hope of effecting a recovery 
of the nation’s economic life.” 

Haven't people been reared in 
prejudice against Spain, recalling 
the Inquisition? 

“They have, indeed. Those who 
voice their sentiments most loud- 
ly against Spain .re those whose 
minds have been filled with pre- 
judicees and whose hearts have 
been steeped in hatred. Ask them 
what past grievance they have 
against Spain and they immediate- 
ly talk about the Inquisition. Ask 
them what recent grievance they 
have against Spain and they an- 
swer: ‘Franco overthrew a legiti- 
mate Government and at the out- 
break of the world war cooperated 
with Hitler.’ 

“We have seen how illegitimate 
the Government was which Franco 


helped to overthrow. We have also | 


seen that Franco was far more 
anti-Communist than he was pro- 
Hitler, and had a good reason 
to be. Even the Allies of Russia 
regret that they ever looked upon 
her as a friend; and a dozen na- 
tions situated between Germany 
and Russia now wish that Hitler 
had defeated Stalin. 

“But why go back so many 
centuries to find an excuse for dis- 


‘to. succeed him. 


liking Spain? If the Inquisition 
was wrong in Spain, then it was 
wrong in England a couple cen- 
turies later, where it was con- 
‘ducted by a civil ruler who was 
both the head of the English State 
and of the English Church—and 
the victims of the English Inquisi- 
tion, even if not called by that 
name, were many times larger than 
those in Spain. There are no de- 
pendable statistics on the Spanish 
Inquisition. The one who first 
wrote about the Inquisition was 
the ex-Priest Liorente,-who, when 
he was asked to prove his figures, 
declared that he had destroyed the 
evidence. 

“Instead of the Church having 
operated the Spanish Inquisition, 
the Popes frequently deplored ind 
reprimanded the State for the 
abuses of which it was guilty. 

“The Spanish Goverhment at 
that time regarded heresy in much 
the same light that our Federal 
Bureau of Investigation (which 
means Inquisition) regards Com- 
munism, especially when it is giv- 
en to spying and underground ac- 
tivities.” 

How about Inquisitions in Rus- 
sia, Yugoslavia, and other coun- 
| tries controlled by the Soviet 
| Union? 
| “While Americans were praising 
| Russia * she was exiling and muré 
‘dering hundreds of thousands, some 
‘say millions, of people, who: were 
out of sympathy with the Govern- 
‘'ment—and that was not centuries 
ago, but even during your child’s 
lifetime.” 
| Is defense of Franco regarded 
'as whole-hearted endorsement? 


“No, it is not. There are many 
Catholics who, believing that Fran-

“People who would like to see 
Franco dethroned seem to forget 
that statesmen whom they held in: 
high regard have disappointed the 
world. A few years ago Churchill 
and Roosevelt drafted an ‘Atlantic 
Charter,’ which provided that ‘no 
territorial changes that do not 
accord with the freely expressed 
wishes of the people concerned’ 
would be permitted to take place 
after the war. But, where is the 
Atlantic Charter now? And what 
unexpected territorial changes have 
actually been made? 

“Franco was wiser than all the 
Kings and Presidents and Prime 
Ministers of Europe during the 
war, and made several predictions 
which have been entirely realized. 
To England he said: ‘Will not the 
major peril of the continent and 
England be a Sovietized Germany, 
which will distribute to Russia its 
secrets and manufactures of war, 
its engineers, its technicians, and 
specialists?’ He warned the same 
statesmen that Russia would gain 
sontrol over all the nations which 
we now think of as ‘behind the 
Iron Curtain, and was he not 
right? 

“Those who wonder whether 
Spain wouldn’t be better off with- 
out Franco, should think of these 
things. And, if they laid aside 
their prejudices, they would re- 
gard Spain’s title to membership 
in the U.N. and in the North At- 
lantic Pact as more important than 
that of any other nation. 

“By turning to Russia Spain 
could upset the whole plan of the 
United States, Britain and France. 
She could control the Mediter- 
ranean, shut the door to North 
Africa and the Near East against 
Europe and make the conquest of 


Spain 


all of Europe much easier for 
Russia. |

m | American concept of “separation” 


of Church and State, viz., the in- 
nce of the two powers with- 
out connoting in any way ‘their 
antagonism. In this interview, he 
told the Tablet correspondent how 
this concept, as embodied in the 
Concordat signed with the Vatican 
in 1940, was operating in prac- 
tical application. 

The Concordat, the Cardinal ex- 
plained, is an instrument by which 
Church and State recognize the 
jurisdiction which naturally be- 
longs to each one. Principles are 
mot modified by it, but rather, the 

oncordat regulates their applica- 
tion. “We respect the powers that 
be, and collaborate with them 


PA as 


when they deal with education o 
the Portuguese, but we do not 
support. them with our authority 
as if they were our ally or our 
source of inspiration,” His Emin- 
ence declared. The government, 
for its part, he continued, “merely 
facilitates the conditions under 
which the Church carries out her 
mission, It neither impede: 
imposes. It allows famili 
the Church, to deal with what is 
their essential domain: religious 
and moral training.” " 
Separation of Church and State 
has existed in Portugal since 1911, 
the Cardinal pointed out. He not- 
ed that, although the Church and 
clergy at first experienced per- 
secution, a more tolerant religious 
attitude gradually developed after 
1918, culminating in the Concordat 
with the Vatican in 1940, negotiat- 
ed by the Estado Novo, recogniz- 
ing the authority of each power 
in its own sphere and regulating 
matters relating to both.

According to Professor Borchard, 
the 1946 Resolution, which was re- 
pudiated one year later, is now “in- 
valid,” obsolete, and without the 
slightest binding power.
